NGSA (Dec 3) 

NGSA holds auctions every two years or so. They always offer high quality coins and 
when it is possible I enjoy to be there in person. There are 719 coins on offer. I have 
some hard bound catalogs still available so if you would like one for yourself please get 
in touch.

Hess-Divo Auction 335 (Dec 6) 

Hess Divo is holding a major live auction on December 6 th in Zurich. The first portion of 
the auction is is dedicated to a nice group of classical Greek coins from the Aboutaam 
Collection. Many of these coins are at the high end of the spectrum in quality and boast 
some incredible pedigrees. The second part of the auction is from the Osaka and Nagoya 
Collections. These are Swiss, European, world coins and medals (Osaka) and rare 
Belgium patterns (Nagoya). I still have a few hard bound catalogs left so if you are 
interested in one please get in touch.

The New York International Trade Show (January 4-13, 2019 with bourse activities 
taking place Thursday-Sunday, January 10-13,2019) 

This is the show of all shows for ancient and world coin dealers. If you have never been 
to the NY International and you like coins than this is a show to consider attending. For 
dealers it is a grueling week filled with lot viewing and auctions with the culmination 
being a 4 day bourse. For collectors it is an amazing opportunity to meet with fellow 
collectors, attend some of the best auctions of the year for U.S. coin firms and finally 
meet dealers face to face while being offered their best material. I can’t stress enough 
the importance of this show for our industry. 

New York City isn’t inexpensive and January is hardly the time to visit but trust me 
when I say you will not regret it.

The Grand Hyatt 
also enjoys a direct indoor connection to Grand Central Station, the terminal point for 
commuter lines of the Metro North System. There are also direct indoor connections to 
multiple stations of the New York City subway system.

ROMAN REPUBLIC. Anonymous. Rome, c. 241-235 BC 

AR Didrachm, 6 . 33 g ( 19 mm, 7 h). Helmeted head of beardless Mars r., bowl decorated 
with griffin / ROMA Bridled horse's head r.; behind, sickle. 

Pedigree: Ex Leu 17, 1977, Nicholas collection, lot 6. Ex NAC 83,20 May 2015 ,224 
Price: $8,250 

In 2 81 BC Rome entered into war against Tarentum and started to produce its first silver 
coinage; a didrachm of this type. Previous to this, Republican Rome used heavy bronze 
currency of various sizes and denominations. This particular type was new for Roma as the 
style of the coinage copied its Greek forefathers in symbolism, style and look. The departure 
from the heavy Aes Grave coinage to a lighter silver currency was likely based on the need to 
pay large numbers of troops in a coinage that would be familiar. This denomination 
continued to be struck until the emergence of the silver quadrigatus in 235 BC.
